The A. E. Haas Grain Co., 836-858 
Pierce building, is going to be mar- 
ried. 

This was the announcement that 
startled Merchants’ Exchange traders 
Thursday. The news was even more 
surprising because most of the traders 
had never known that the A. E. Haas 
Grain Co. was a black-haired young 
woman of 25 years. The firm’s out-of- 
town customers were also ignorant of 
this fact. 

The formal announcement stated that 
Miss Alma E. Haas of 5948 Berlin ave- 
nue would be married, at an early date, 
to Dr. Maurice Vanderhack of Strea- 
tor, Ill. 

The date of the marriage will de- 
pend on the time it takes Miss Haas 
to dispose of the business of the A. 
E. Haas Grain Co., which she has 
conducted for a year and a half, assist- 
ed by a dozen clerks and other em- 
ployes. 

Business Is Extensive. 


The firm’s accounts include customers ; 


throughout the Central West § and 
Scuth, and in Cuba and Mexico, the 
Cuban business being quite ex‘ensive. 

For five years Miss Haas was em- 
ployed successively as  stenogr-ipher, 
bookkeeper and cashier in the office of 
the F. P. Brockman Grain Co. In this 
work she learned all the details of the 
grain commission trade, and had an op- 
portunity to do all except the actual 


‘buying and selling. She believed, from 


her knowledge of the business, trat she 


could do the buying and selling. 

F. P. Brockman died in November. 
1911, and Miss Haas bought the busi- 
ress. As the business consisted only of 
good-will and a list of customers, she 
says the amount required for the pur- 
chase was inconsiderable. 

Miss Haas: could not join the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, as ‘Change rules 
rigidly bar petticoats from the floor in 
business hours. She realized, too, that 
it might not help the business to have 
it known that a woman owned it. So 
the new name, which replaced that of 
the Brockman firm on the office door 
dnd the letter heads, was ‘“‘The A. E. 
Haas Grain Co.” 

The customers generally transterred 
their accounts without hesitation to 
the new company, and Miss Haas said 
Thursday that she knew of but one 
who had learned that & woman was at 
the head of the business. He was a 
lerge buyer in Clarksville, Ark., who 
intrusted the firm with a $15,000 order, 
and then reflected that he did not know 
who the members of the firm were. He 
asked a commercial agency for a re- 
port, and the agency replied that the 
Haas company was “a slip of a girl.” 

Increases His Order. 

In much alarm, the Arkansas man 
came to St. Louis to cancel his order 
and demand his money back. But after 
he had talked with the “slip of a girl’ 
he concluded that she knew the busi- 
ness, and instead of cancelling his or- 
der he increased it to $23,000. 

Mies Haas told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er that her business had amounted, in 
the past year, to her highest expecta- 
tions. and that she had made much 
money and lost much, with the balance 
largely in her favor. One of her losses, 
she said, was in trying to “buck Armour 
on a September wheat deal.’’ In that 
attempt, she said, she lost $5000. 

Dr. Vanderhack first met Miss Haas 
shortly after she went into business 
for herself. He made a number of 
visits to St. Louis to see her, although 
his home city, Streator, because of poor 
railroad connections, is some 16 hours 
distant from St. Louis. Miss Haas 
mentioned this fact as having cc nvinced 
her that he was in carnest in nis court- 
ship. 

Miss Haas has been accustomed to 
occupy an inner Office in the Pierce 
Building suite, and has not been 
seen by the general run of visitors 
to the office. She has dark eyes, black 
hair and a plump figure, and dresses

OVER LEWIS FEE 


Lawyer’s Protest Against $4500 
Given to Attorneys Over- 
ruled by McPherson. 





$15,500 FEE THEN ASKED 





“I Don’t Like You to Say That 
to Me,”’ Says McDonald When 
Court Disputes Him. 


Jesse McDonald, attorney represent- 
ing the E. G. Lewis Reorganization 
Committee, appeared before Judge 
Smith McPherson in the United States 
District Court Thursday and fied a 
motion for the abatement of an order 
entered by Judge McPherson July W, 
1912, allowing $4500 to Attorneys Claud 
3. Hall and 8S. H. King for drawing the 
two Force intervening petitions in the 
[.ewis bankruptcy proceeding. 

Judge McDonald protested against the 
allowance as exorbitant and outrageous, 
in view of the fact that the interven- 
ing petitions were only for $400 and 
$100 respectively. 

He had been told by Attorneys Stern 
and Haberman, attorneys for Receiver 
Reynolds, he said, that the allowance 
was exorbitant. 

Judge Resents Remark. 

Judge McPherson showed resentment 
at the objections of Judge McDonald 
and said with some asperity that Judge 
McDonald was mistaken about the al- 
lowance having been made for work on 
claims aggregating only $500. 

“You don't Know all the facts, 
said. 

‘I don’t like you to say that to me,” 
retorted Judge McDonald. “That is 
rather harsh.” He insisted that the al- 
lowance was tremendous, on the state- 
ments of facts. 

“The petition for $4500,’’ he said, 
as great a surprise as ever came to me 
in the practice of law.”’ 

Attorney Hall argued that the 
Court had no jurisdiction to abate 
the order, as it had been entered at anr- 
other term of court, there had been a 
final decree, and it could not be 
changed. Judge McDonald, he said, 
should have objected within 3 days aft- 
er the allowance was made. 

Judge McPherson insisted that Judge 
McDonald did not understand. 

“This is a very complicated case,” he 
said. ‘““‘There..was.a@ great deal of trou- 
ble in threshing it out. It was neces- 
Sary to consolidate cases. I had several 
conferences with Mr. Halil and Judge 
Reynolds in chambers.’’ 

Would Change Record. 

“If that is the case,” said Judge Mc- 
Donald, ‘‘the record of the Court should 
be changed. As it stands. all that it 
shows is that there was an order to pay 
these lawyers $4500 for drawing two in- 
tervening petitions involving only $500, 

“If this record is allowed to stand 
as it now is I would not live long enough 
to explain to my clients how so much 
was allowed to these lawyers on such a 
claim.’”’

Judge McPherson issued an order for 
Receiver Reynolds to have his attor- 
neys, Stern & Haberman, draw an order 
showing what work had been done for 
which the $4500 was allowed.

PRAIRIE DU RUCKER 
SAGE BRUSHES UP 
UN ASTRONOMY 


John Schifferdecker Brings in 
Advance Notices of His New 
Book of Truths. 








John Schifferdecker, the sage of 


Prairie du Rocher, Ill., 32 miles south- 


west of Belleville, has made some dis- 
coveries which he is going to put into 
a book. 

In order that the public might be prop- 
erly prepared to receive his great work 
Schifferdecker brought to the Post-Dis- 
patch office an advance notice of the 
work. This, he insisted must be printed 
exactly as he wrote it. Here it is: 

“The meteorological tables in the 
Smithsonian institude miscellaneous col- 
lections volume 1 show that from 1731 
to 1811 or 11 times in succession every 
eight years it got unusual cold in Jan- 
uary at many places in Europe. Venus 
those months came between and a little 
north of the Earth and Sun pushing the 
Earth outward and the air South. 

“‘Likely the records before that if they 
can be found would show more times 
yet. 

“Afterwards the records of Brunswick, 
Me., from 1809 to 1859 show that every 
time Venus got between the earth and 
sun in December it got unusually cold 
there. Every 59 years four planets come 
nearly in the same place. In 178 was 
the “hiest, 1844 the next and 1903 the 
next hiest water at St. Louis, The com- 
ing .of the hie water was published by 
me in St. Louis on New Year’s day, 
1903. 

“I intend to publish a book that will 
prove to you that the weather is influ- 
enced by the sun, moon and stars. If 
the sun is a ball of fire, why have they 
found the coldest temperature right un- 
der the sun at a great altitude? 

“The records show that one year in 
January it rained over 24 inches from 
1850 to 1878 at San Francisco and in all 
that time the third day before the per- 
igee of the moon it rained 22 times as 
much as the seventh day after. 

“People ridicule me for my ideas, but 
I think all great ideas are ridiculed. To 
them I say go and see for yourself. My 
book will teach you astronomy more cor- 
rectly.”’ 

When not pursuing his scientific re- 
searches Schifferdecker is a farmer. 








BRYAN IS INVITED 
T0 SPEAK BEFORE 
STATE ASSEMBLY 


Resolution Extending Request to 
Nebraskan Leaves Fixing of 
Date to Him. 





POST-DISPATCH BUREAU, JEF- 
FERSON CITY, Feb. 20.—William J. 
Bryan was today invited to address 
the Missouri Legislature by a resolu- 
tion introduced by Representative 
Eaton of Washington County. 

The first vote upon the adoption of 
the resolution was by yeas and nays, 
and the Speaker declared the resolu- 
tion defeated. 

A division was demanded by the 
author, which brought the Democrats 
of the House to their feet in a scramble. 

Apparently the Nebraskan, whose 
stand defeated Champ Clark for the 
presidential nomination, has still a big 
following in Missouri. 

The resolution fixed no date for the 
proposed address, leaving that to 
Bryan’s convenience, 

Court Bills Proposed. 

Three bills intended to expedite the 
work of the courts of Missouri were 
i.troduced by Representatives Harris 
cf Boone and Wright of Greene today. 

The first measure creates a commis- 
ion of three to ‘be appointed by the 
Governor to examine the Statutes of 
Missouri and point out to the next Leg- 
islature all technicalities and inconsis- 
tencies. 

The commission is authorized also to 
examine the reports of appellate courts 
and suggest means of harmonizing 
them and to point out the legislative 
intent of statutes in controversy. 

The second provides for a cominission 
tu prepare a digest of appellate court 
decisions, and the third creates 1 com- 
mission upon uniform divorce, marriage, 
child labor and kindred laws. 

More Latitude for Courts. 

The same members introduced - pro- 
posed constitutional amendment provid- 
ing for the transfer of cases from one 
appellate court to another, authoriz- 
ing the Supreme Court to call ii any 
Cireuit or Appellate Judge to sit with 
the Court; empowering the Supreme 
Ccurt to prescribe rules of practice and 
procedure, empowering the Legislature 
to merge appellate courts into a division 
of the Supreme Court and to alter the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme and Appel- 
late courts. 





Rule Police Bill Laid Over 
Until Tomorrow. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo.; Feb. 20.— 
The home rule police bill, as agreed 
upon in caucus of the Democrats, was 
called up for engrossment, but was laid 
over upon the request of Representa- 
tive Charles M. Hay, the dry leader, 

until 11 o’clock tomorrow. 

This action was taken because Hay 
objected to an amendment intended to 
give the Municipal Assembly of St. 
Louis power to fix the salaries of the 
police. 

Hay contended that the amendment 
as prepared attempts to prescribe the 
duties of the Board of Poitice Commis- 
sioners, instead of merely anthcrizing 
it to fix the salaries of the police. 
Harris of Boone, a member of the 
special committee which prepared the 
bill, said he believed Hay rmisunder- 
stood the intentiva of the amendment. 
Hay insisted that no attempt should 
be made to do anything not contem- 
plated by the caucus action. 

Orr of Livingston, the floor leader, 
told Hay the amendment ‘vas intended 
to be drawn in strict accordance with 
the caucus action.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The suffra- 
gists and the anti-suffragists are at it 
hammer and tongs. Miss Minnie Bron- 
son of New York is commander of the 
antis and Miss Alice Paul of Philadel- 


rhia of the suffragists. Their camps 
are On the same street, within a stone’s 
throw of each other. 

“We are neither pikers nor hikers,” 
said Miss Bronson today. “Instead of 
walking from New York, the antis will 
come to Washington on a special train, 
with all the luxury that is woman’s 
right.’’ 

“The silk stockings of New York,”’ an- 
swered the suffragist, “do not give us 
any worry. Some of us wear silk, but 
others wear cotton. Our movement is 
not one merely of society women.”’ 

The suffragists affected an amused air 
upon the receipt of the news of the com- 
ing of the “million-dollar anti-suffrage 
special,’’ but the aggressive, militant at- 
tituage of the antis is causing them ioss 
of sleep. 

“Branding woman suffrage as the ‘kin- 
dred spirit’ of Socialism and pointing 
to the fact that Dr. James M. Taylor, 
until yesterday president of Vassar Col- 
lege, resigned from that position because 
he entertained similar views, the Nation- 
ai Association Opposed to Woman Suf- 
frage opened headquarters in the Eb- 
bitt House today,’’ declares the first 
blast issued by Miss Bronson. 

The antis are to’ conduct a campaign 
against what they call the ‘‘yellow per- 
i1."”.

T'wo-Year Term for Man Found 
Guilty of Attempt to Steal 
Corn When Fired On.

NEVADA, Mo., Feb. 20.—L. M. Duff, a 
Vernon County farmer, was found guilty 
today of breaking into the barn of 
Claude Beedle, a Shetdon farmer, 
the intention of stealing corn, on the 
night of Jan. 17, at which time Beedle 
shot and killed Rose Duff, 20 years old, 
and dangerously wounded Duff, her 
father.

A feature of the police home rule bill 
is that it gives the Municipal Assembly, 
instead of the Legislature, the power to 
fix the salaries of the police. The po- 
lice are asking the Legislature to in- 
crease their pay. The appropriations to 
pay the police salaries usually are made 
in May or early June. The Municipal 
Assembly, to be elected in April, by 
holding up the police appropriation bills 
until June 2, then could exercise the 
right of fixing the salaries.

A RADICAL SEEMS CERTAIN 





Leaders and ‘Professionals’ 
Not Pleased, but Reconciled to 
What May Be Coming. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2%.—Woodrow WlIl- 
son stood off on the side lines of a 
most interesting political discussion 
during his overnight. stay in New York, 
which ended yesterday morning. If he 
knew anything about it, the fact did not 
develop before he escaped to Trenton to 
take up his duties as Governor; nor 
did he permit himself to be drawn 
into it. 


If he fafled to note the intensity of 
some of the combatants, he was the 
only one of two score of Democrats 
of national consequence--and by far the 
most important—that had no comment 
to make about it, witn the possible ex- 
ception of Col. E. B. House of Texas 
and New York, who has come to be 
regarded as the closest friend of the 
president-elect. 

For three or four days Democratic 
leaders who are generally credited with 
having contributed more or less influ- 
ence to bring about the nomination of 
Gov. Wilson at Baltimore, have been 
showing up in New York with a two- 
fold purpose in view. The firrt has 
been to learn the identities of the men 
that the new President is to select for 
his cabinet; the second to submit a 
few candidates of their own choice for 
cabinet and other desimble jobs. 

List Is Reduced to a Possible 18. 

In neither mission have the leaders 
been successful. AS a consequence, 
most of them have returned to their 
homes in anything but an agreeable 
frame of mind. Concerning the cab- 
inet, they have learned from several 
sources that they consider reliable some 
very interesting facts. These are: 

That the President has by the process 
of elimination reduced his list of avail- 
ables for cabinet places to 18 names, 
as follows: 

William Jennings Bryan of Nebraska, 
Jeremiah Sullivan of Iowa, Frederick 
R. Lynch of Minnesota, Louis D. Bran- 
deis of Massachusetts, Josephus Daniels 
of North Carolina, Newton D. Baker 
of Ohio, Willlam Kent of California, A. 
S. Burleson of Texas, William McAdoo, 
Henry Morgenthau and Victor J. Dow- 
ling of New York, Obdiah Gardner of 
Maine, Charles S. Barrett of Georgia, 
Charles Dabney of Ohio, Joseph W. 
Folk of Missouri, A. Mitchell Palmer 
of Pennsylvania, Martin J. Wade of 
Iowa, Charles R. Crane of Illinois. 

Professionals Not Satisfied. 

The names of Bryan, McAdoo, Kent, 
Barrett, Sullivan and Brandeis are 
“‘starred’’ in the calculations of the lead- 
ers who have been sleuthing for infor- 
mation. They are considered as ‘‘safe”’ 
under existing conditions. None of them 
is particularly satisfactbry to the pro- 
fessionals, being branded as “Too radi- 
cal” or “*‘Too much Bryan.’”’ Yet for all 
their information, none of the leaders 
possesses any definite information that 
Bryan is actually “pegged” in the Cabi- 
net. But three men appear to have any 
conclusive information of Bryan’s pur- 
poses. They are President-elect Wil- 
son, Bryan and Col. House. These men 
will not throw any light on the matter. 

The anti-Bryan men among the lead- 
ers say that the Nebraska statesman 
has not definitely made up his mind 
and has imposed certain corditions be- 
fore giving his final answer to the 
tender of the office of Secretary of 
State made by Wilson. Col. House, who 
next to Wilson himself is credited with 
knowing all about the Bryan propost- 
tion, recently paid a visit to Bryan in 
Florida. Upon his return a few days 
ago he reported to Wilson, but the lat- 
ter has made no public mention of the 
result of it. 

Not Pleased, But Reconciled. 

While not particularly pleased over 
the prospect of having so pronounced a 
“progressive” of the La Follette type 
as Brandeis or Congressman Kent in 
a Democratic cabinet, the national lead- 
ers are apparently reconciled to the al- 
most certain conviction that either one 
or both will be named for places in it. 

Among the leaders, Col. House, who 
is said to have no private ambition to 
hold office or any business proposition 
to promote, is enjoying great popularity 
among politicians, because of the con- 
viction that he is destined to be an im- 
portant figure in the Wilson adminis- 
tration. The Colonel is said to have 
made a fortune in Texas and to have 
come to New York to enjoy it. Until 
he became the confidante of the new 
President he had never been prominent 
in national politics.

TONOFIRE MAKES 
10,000 HOMELESS: 
2 DEAD; 100 HURT 


TOKIO, Feb. 20.—More than 15,000 per- 
sons are homelegs as a result of fire 
which swept through the center of the 
Kanda district of the city yesterday. 

The official report of the fire states 
that two persons were killed and 100 
injured. The damage amounts to 
$2,500,000. 

The fire started in the Salvation Army 
Hall. A high wind fanned the flames 
and they spread rapidly from street to 
street, destroying 3300 buildings. 

Among the buildings burned were 
churches, including the Baptist Taber- 
nacle and a number of educational insti- 
tutions, including the School of Foreign 
Languages. Troops wre called out to 
assist the firemen, but they were almost 
helpless against the wind-driven flames.

“Beatrice dear: If you are getting 
the divorce to please me, you might as 
well save your cash and get something 
for yourself, ‘that you can wear.’

Governor Wishes to Save Him- 
self and Successors Trouble 
of Borrowing. 





VISITS SHOPS WITH WIFE 


Won’t Talk Politics on St.: Louis 
Trip, but Says He Is Pleased 
With Legislature. 





The Missourian who succeeds Elliott 
W. Major as Governor in 1917 will not 
have to borrow silver from his neigh- 
bors in Jefferson City every time he 
wishes to give a dinner at the Executive 
Mansion. The Governor and Mrs. Major, 
who are to be the guests of honor of 
Col. Frederick D. Gardner at a reception 


at the St. Louis Club Thursday night, 
Started out early in the morning to 
select a silver service and furniture for 
the mansion. 

Gov. Major told a Post-Dispatch. re- 
porter at the Planters Hotel that he 
and Mrs. Major intended to leave the 
Silver as a heritage to the State. 

“The mansion has no silver service 
now,’ said the Governor.’’ When Mrs. 
Major and myself wish to give even a 
small dinner at the mansion we have 
to draw upon our private service to 
get enough silver to go around. 

*“‘We have determined to buy a silver 
service, and have it fittingly engraved, 
and leave it in the mansion when we 
turn it over to my successor. The man- 
sion also needs several pieces of furni- 
ture. 

Follows White House Custom. 

“The mistresses of the White House 
at Washington have usually left some 
parts of their dinner services, and these 
are now highly valued as souvenirs.” 

The Governor said that he would not 
discuss politics during his visit to St. 
Louis. He and Mrs. Major came in 
Wednesday night, and were up early 
Thursday morning. After meeting some 
of the colonels who had been invited by 
Col. Gardner to attend the reception to 
the Governor, he and Mrs. Major started 
for the shopping district. 

“T shall appoint a new Police Board 
for St. Louis to serve until the home 
rule law goes into effect,’”” said the 
Governor. ‘However, I shall give no 
consideration to that matter whiie I am 
here.” 

Pleased With Legislature. 

Gov. Major said he was greatly pleased 
that the Legislature had decided to pass 
the public service commission bill which 
he had advocated, and which was. pre- 
pared at his direction. The enactment 
of the law would result in great benefit 
to the State, ‘he said. 

‘T took no part in the contest over 
rome rule,’’ the Governor said. “I had 
made the public declaration that I would 
sign any home rule bill passed by the 
Legislature, but made it clear that the 
Legislature itself would have to deter- 
mine what sort of home rule law it 
would enact. 

Approves Home Rule Check. 

“The Legislature saw fit to amend the 
Bates bill to confer the power of re- 
moval of the Police and Excise Commis- 
sioners in the Governor. 

“IT made no suggestions on this feature, 
or any other feature of the bill, but I 
feel quite sure that the home rule bills 
would have had practically no support 
in the Legislature if the power of re- 
moval had not been vested in the Gov- 
ernor.”

CRIMINAL FOLLY. 

Friends of the equal suffrage cause the world 

over regret that the leaders of the British move- 
ment are responsible for the destruction of Chan- 
cellor Lloyd-George’s house with dynamite. The 
English suffragettes have been foolish, but this 
outrage is a crowning act of criminal folly. It 
alienates thousands of sympathizers. 
, But next to the folly of committing the crime 
{is the folly of approving it. With the denial that 
the women’s organization had knowledge of the 
crime is a statement of Mrs. Flora Drummond, 
who is dubbed “General,” that the explosion was 
“grand; it was a fine act, successfully carried out, 
and shows the determination of the women.” 

Mrs. Pankhurst says she alone is responsible for 
the crime, and seeks martyrdom for it. 

When such criminal methods of agitation are 
indorsed by leading suffragettes in a country with 
a parliamentary government controlled by the peo- 
ple, we cease to wonder why the British Par- 
liament hesitates to give the women suffrage. 

Perhaps the best the British Government can 
do is to send the suffragette leaders to an insane 
asylum.

THE SHOOTING OF GUSTAVO MADERO. 

The beginning of the new regime in Mexico 
will not favorably dispose the rest of the world 
toward its future. Its first official act of im- 
portance was the cowardly killing of Gustavo 
Madero, brother of the President. 

The atrocious light in which the treachery of 
Gen. Huerta is made to appear by this barbarity 
is scarcely surpassed even in Latin-American an- 
nals. To excuse one’s self between the salad and 
the cammembert and return to place under ar- 
rest his defenseless host and fellow guests at a 
dinner and permit the man whose hospitality has 
just been enjoyed to be led out to death as the 
dessert course is unworthy of a savage. It will 
be long remembered as one of the most abom- 
inable of revolutionary inhumanities. 

The vicissitudes of successful revolt have sel- 
dom been more sharply emphasized. Two weeks 
ago Felix Diaz was in jail and Francisco Madero 
ruled. Now Francisco occupies a cell, while Felix 
fills a position from which he may step into the 
presidency. Gustavo Madero as the power behind 
the throne consented that Felix, under sentence 

of death for the Vera Cruz uprising, might live, 
but Felix did not spare Gustavo when fate re- 
versed their stations. 

Not much hope for the peace of Mexico is 
given by a peace policy that starts with deeds of 
vengeance. Retaliation leads only to further re- 
taliation and supplies excuse and motive for in- 
definite revolts. “Magnanimity in victory’ was 
the motto taken by Madero on the very first day 
of his insurrection. Whatever other faults at- 
tached to his mild rule he did not disregard the 
motto when power came to him. 

Every time a revolution is successful anywhere 
in Latin America, discontented near-statesmen 
everywhere else take heart. One of the most de- 
plorable results of the events in the great Mex- 
ican republic is their encouragement for a re- 
lapse into the insurrectionary habit. 
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English suffragettes should not forget what 
happened in the case of certain American dynami- 
ters. Blowing up houses, even those supposed to 
be empty, will result in loss of innocent life soon- 
er or later. 
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PROTECT THE WORKING WOMEN. 

The opposition to the nine-hour law for wérk- 
ing women should be defeated, because the 
reasons for it are without merit. It is claimed 
that those opposing the law would not object to 
64 hours as a week’s work. This would give 
employers power to work women and girls 12 
or more hours on any one day. It would allow 
all sorts of irregularities, the effect of which 
would be to defeat the intent of a labor-limiting 
law, which is to conserve the health of the 
workers. 

Doubtless the opposition comes from such em- 
ployers as Factory Inspector Williams speaks 
of in his statement to the Post-Dispatch—em- 
ployers who now keep women and girls toiling 
12 hours a day, 7 days in the week, without any 
regard for their strength or the health of the’ 
coming generation. There are employers in St. 
Louls who, although not included under the 
existing nine-hour law, voluntarily limit the 
hours of labor of their female employes to nine 
hours. The opposition to the new law does not 
come from such employers. They know that they 
get better service by — their workers 
humanely. 
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which they have sworn to enforce. In a case 
ot this kind, they stand convicted as oppressors 
of helpless women.

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AS TO THE BRIDGE TOLL. 

In a silly article about the costliness of Missis- 
sipp! bridges and the bridge arbitrary here—the 
only place where the cost of a bridge is placed on 
a city at one end—a morning contemporary sug- 
gests how the arbitrary may be abolished. Com- 
plete the bridge, it says, and then the arbitrary 
will go before the? Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion for adjustment on a mileage basis. 

There is a much simpler way. When the bridge 
is completed the city will own and. control it. 
While the city cannot determine the interstate 
rates of roads which want to use the bridge, it 
ean dictate the terms upon which it shail be used. 
It can forbid the charging of a bridge toll by any 
road using the bridge. It can compel the railroads 
to absorb bridge charges, or, if necessary, can 
make the bridge a free railroad highway. 

3ut it may not be necessary for the city to take 
action as to a bridge arbitrary. The decree under 
the United States Supreme Court decision forbid- 
ding all monopoly charges and practices by the 
Terminal Railway Association or suffer dissolu- 
tion, has not yet been written. The Government 
contends that the bridge arbitrary is a monopoly 
charge, and must be abolished. If the Terminal 
objects, it may be dissolved. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission may, at 
any time, do as it did in the case of the Washing- 
ton bridge, declare that a bridge toll is improper 
and illegal. But in any event, there will be no 
tolls on tne completed municipal, bridge oF ref- 
erence to any authority.

HOW A MOLE DOES HIS WORK. 
From Haryer’s Weekly. 

A naturalist once conceived the notion 
of ascertaining the amount of work a 
nicole could accomplish in a given time. 
Accordingly the experimenter turned a 
large specimen loose in the middle of a 
five-acre field. Five seconds, it. is 
averred, after this mole received its free- 
dom, it had burrowed out of sight, and 
the observer, with his assistants, after 
driving a stake at the starting point, re- 
tired and left the little digger hard at 
work. 

The start was made at 11 in the morn- 
ing, and the direction taken was to the 
east. By 6 o’clock in the evening this 
mole is said to have dug some 23 feet in 
an irregular course, keeping, however, in 
the same general direction and not at- 
tempting any side galleries. Twenty-four 
hours after the start the tunnel had 
been driven 31 feet further, with a num- 
ber of side galleries, and four feet had 
been added at the extremity, making 68 
feet of the main line and 2% feet of 
branches, or a total of 104% feet of tun- 
nels dug in 2% hours. * 

The bottom of the tunnels rari very 
evenly, about four inches below the sur- 
face. At certain points the hole was 
elliptical in shape, measuring one and 
one-half inches in width by two inches 
in height, and sometimes it was triangu- 
lar, measuring two inches each way. 
The surface of the ground was usually 
cracked and raised about an inch along

WATER EXTORTION 
CHARGED BY USERS 
IN EAST ST. LOUIS 


Complainants Meet Special 
Council Committee in Mayor’s 
Reception Room. 


CALL RATES FAR TOO HIGH 


Big Consumers Pay 3% Cents 
a Thousand Gallons; Little 
Ones 30 Cents. 


Users of water who met with a special 
committee of eight Aldermen in East 
St. Louis Wednesday night protested 
against the minimum rate -of $1 as un- 
fair and extortionate. The meeting was 
held in the Mayor’s reception room. 


Alderman Leon Priwer is chairman 
of the committee, which was appointed 
by Mayor Lambert in response to a 
resolution asking that the water supply 
of the city be investigated. 
The franchise of the company will ex- 
pire in 1915 and the present movement 
is to get the residents of the city inter- 
ested in obtaining better terms from its 
successor. 
Statements to the committee were that 
the water company has a large variety 
of rates. Chairman Priwer said the 
company was furnishing water to the 
National Stockyards for 3% cents the 
thousand gallons, while the residence 
rate in East St. Louls is ® cents, with 
a minimum of $1 a month. 

Half Rate in Belleville. 
In Belleville, it was said, water is 
supplied by the same company for half 
the price charged in East St. Louis, al- 
though it is piped 12 miles and must be 
forced onto the bluffs. Belleville people 
are charged with a minimum of $1.50 
for three months. 
James J. Rafter, 193 Converse ave- 
nue, told the committee of many ar- 
guments he has had with the company. 
He showed his bill ror last month, on 
which he paid the $1 minimum. The 
meter readings show he used 800 gallons 
of water, worth 24 cents, according to 
the company’s highest rate. He said he 
paid 24 cents for the water he used and 
the other 76 cents for water he did not 
use. 

He also showed the committee his 
bills for water before and after he 
started a suit against the water com- 
pany for failing to bring its water to 
the property line and keep pipes in 
repair. 

Bills Went Up and Down. 

Before the suit was started he paid 

$1.60 for water at 320 Collinsville av- 
enue. The next month he paid $10.50 
and the next $9.75. Rafter says he did 
not protest until the third month when 
another. bill for $9.75 was rendered. 
He then demanded a meter inspection 
and his, bill was reduced to $2.95. 
Alderman R. H. Huschle protested 
egainst the rate he is forced to pay 
for water and suggested appointing a 
meter inspector to whom appeals could 
be made. 
The committee is composed of Alder- 
men Priwer, Hahn, Gavin, Brown, 
Tietje, Roche, Fansler and Mallinee 
and it will meet again next Thursday 
evening in the city hall to hear any 
complaints offered by patrons of the 
water company.

In the sixth round of a scheduled 10- 
round bout at the Empire Athletic Club 
the title holder sent Kirkwood to the 
mat with a right-hand cross to the jaw.
